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2022 International DX Convention at Visalia! 


Wyndham Hotel April 8, 9, 10 
Hotel Reservations Begin August 12" at 10 AM PST 


Since 1949 DXers have been meeting in Central California every year. For the majority of the time, 
we met in Visalia. 2022 will be our 73" year. Initially it began as Northern Californians and Southern Cali- 
fornians meeting at a central point to share a lunch and swap stories of the ones that got away. Then 
some stayed for dinner and then overnight. It grew into a large congregation. Today it is a 3-day event 
with a dozen or more programs and presentations, a lunch, a banquet, and a breakfast. Some come in as 
early as Wednesday and others leaving as late as Monday. Hams from all over the globe began to attend 
and in the 80s it formally became the International DX Convention. It is hosted every other year by two 
clubs. The Northern California DX Club hosts on the odd years and The Southern California DX Club 
hosts the even. In 2020 COVID struck. Everything came to a sudden halt. The 2020 convention was can- 
celled just months before the event. All the preparations were in place and it was a job to unravel all that 
was so neatly put together. In 2021 The Northern California DX Club took the initiative to go virtual. It was 
a good convention but it was woefully lacking in the basic motivation, that is, to meet face to face. This 
year we are returning to that old and celebrated tradition. 


In 2013 we moved to the Visalia Convention Center (VCC). It has served us well but we noticed 
that the attendance had been falling off at a rate of around 50 per year. Furthermore, just coming out of 
the COVID restrictions, there is an uncertainty as to how many will attend. In the past the number has 
been between 600 and 750. We were told it was one of the biggest annual events in Visalia. As you can 
imagine, the age demographic has shifted to a more mature group which too adds to the uncertainty. 
Travel and mobility are becoming an issue. For some, the VCC was too spread out and walking was a 
chore. It also lacked the congenial environment a smaller venue afforded. With that in mind the conven- 
tion committee decided to return to the facility that served us well for many years, The Wyndham. We 
have reserved the whole facility for April 8 - 10, 2022. There is no facility cost. It is free to us provided we 
fill the rooms reserved. This is a great relief. The costs at the VCC were in the vicinity of $23,000. What 
offset these costs was an increase in the hotel room rental that was passed on to the attendees as an in- 
crease of $15 per room-night. This only defrayed some of that cost. Furthermore, the VCC started charg- 
ing a $4 per night parking fee. The Wyndham has given us a very favorable rate, $109 per night. Other 
hotels are following suit. If you recall the room costs in 2019 this is a great savings! Furthermore, the 
whole facility is at our disposal!

Club Log: This website is becoming the main place to check logs especially during DXpeditions. Their 
“DXCC Most Wanted List” is always up to date. The 10 most wanted DX entities in order or rarity are still 
P5, 3Y/B, FT5/W, BS7H, CEOX, BV9P, KH7K, KH3, 3Y0/P and FT5/X. Many other features are available 
such as OQRS (Online QSL Request Service), DXCC Charts, Log Search etc. 


There have been dozens and dozens of papers predicting that solar cycle 25 would be a real downer.

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THE 6 METER EUROPEAN OPENING OF 7/19/21 


Southern California is a dry place. We even have to import our water mostly from out of state. This as well 
is true for DX openings to Europe on 6 meters, except there is no way to import it! All summer we watched 
the East Coast, the Midwest, the Pacific Northwest, and even the Central Coast gleefully work European 
after European in droves. We watched them post their amazement at the numbers heard on ON4KST. 
Their openings seem to last for hours, and, sometimes, almost all day and into the night while we few 
here in the southern coastal desert may get a dribble with openings lasting a few seconds. The only re- 
gion in our nation that is worse off is Wyoming and Montana. Ask Lance, W7GJ. He'll tell you. 


On July 19t" instead of a dribble we got a splash. The band opened to Europe for over 2 hours (1408 UTC 
to 1610 UTC). As many as 9 Europeans were heard at any given time. For you who are more fortunate 
this is not even an appetizer. For us, it was a very rare feast. 73 stations were copied personally and 94 
total were heard by members. Several locals worked quite a few new ones. Chip, N6CA, who has over 
150 worked, picked up three ATNOs and would have caught more if he wasn’t busy working the others. 
The amazing thing is even the locals with antennas as low as 30 feet got part of the action. W6YLZ 
worked 7 ATNOs in very short order. His tower is in repair and cranked down. Gary, WA6MEM, with his 
antenna just off his roof (at 1500 feet ASL) worked Europe for the first time and bagged 3 new ones! 
Emails went out and calls were made but the opening was short. We forgot to wake up John, N6QQ, and 
notify Larry, K6RO! It truly was the fog of war. What one station copied another a kilometer or so away did 
not hear at all. Where was K7JA in all of this? 


Unfortunately interspersed among the rare and often weak stations were loud locals calling and working 
each other. Though receiver front ends can handle the strain sound cards usually saturate leaving only 
the loudest signals for the software to decode/ The UKSMG has recommended a protocol to fix this. First, 
transmit odd to the east and even to the west. This is almost universally observed but it does not solve the 
local issue. They are on both cycles. Second, intracontinental QSOs stay on 50.313 MHz, intercontinental 
QSOs, when necessary, move up to 50.323 MHz. Hopefully these two simple rules will be adopted and 
accepted.

The oval shape of the reef puts it in danger. It is only exposed at low 
tides with the exceptions of some rocks in the south of the reef. With 
the rising sea levels there is concern that the reef may disappear al- 
together. 


History 


Several ships have wrecked on this reef including, the Bisson (1832) 
and the Shannon (1842). It was investigated by several passing 
ships from 1682 until 1848. During this time it was also known as the 
Firebrass (1682), the Borneo, Rover, and Bisson. It is considered the 
most dangerous part of the Mozambique channel. 


France claims it as part of its economic exclusive zone. When Co- 
moros became an independent country in 1975 Mayotte and Glori- 
oso voted to remain with France. Madagascar attempted to annex 
the reef in 1976 however, the French armed forces in the Indian 
Ocean begged to differ with them and made their opinion known. 
There is still a running dispute over the ownership. The vegetated 
drying cays of Banc du Geyser, which were claimed by Madagascar 
in 1976, also fall within the EEZ claims of the Comoros and France 
(Glorioso Islands). Many now consider the reef to belong to France.
